The purpose of 
the improvement is to stop erosion of the camp site areas. 

Ministry of the Environment advised the County of Oxford that the Land- 
fill Site located in Lot 19, Concession 9 (Blenheim) is lacking sufficient 
earth cover causing a paper blowing problem. The Ministry recommended that 
the deficiencies be corrected in the near future. 

Ministry of Transportation and Communications advised that the Township's 
final 1979 Subsidy payment for Roads and Bridges in the amount of $145,114.55 
will be forwarded in the near future. 

Ministry of Culture and Recreation advised that they will again operate 
a special summer youth employment program entitled, Experience 80. 

Bell Canada will be offering a seperate government listing section 
designed to improve citizen access to all government services and programs 
in the Province. The new service will be effective August, 1980, at no 
additional charge. 

David Stock, Q.C., Township Solicitor, enclosed Instrument Number 265832 
being a deed to Lot 43, Registered Plan Number 152 (Bright) . The deed 
completes the property exchange with the V.L.A. (Victor Arsenault) . 

County of Oxford enclosed a copy of the annual report of the Planning 
Department which outlines the activities of the Planning Committee, the Land 
Division Committee and development activity of municipalities throughout the 
County. 

The Liquor Licence Board of Ontario approved the application of the 
Innerkip Golf and Tennis Facility for a Dining Lounge, Lounge & Patio Licence. 

Ministry of Culture and Recreation advised that a Committment for a 
grant in the amount of $1,917.00 is available during the fiscal year 1980-1981 
for the proposed tennis Court lighting at the Plattsville Tennis Courts. 

A letter was received from the Fire Chief, Mr. Allen Kipp recommending 
to Council that as a result of a meeting with the District Chiefs it was 
suggested that all volunteer fire-fighters retire at age 65.

respect to Historical Buildings and Sites. 

County of Oxford Planning Department enclosed an application for draft 
approval of a Plan of Subdivision located on the east side of Lansdowne 
Avenue in Concession 2 adjacent to the former Blandford Area of the 
Township. Council objected to the proposed road system off Lansdowne

Oxford County Council advised that in their opinion Restricted Area By- 
Law 351-80 (Joanne Urquhart) is deemed to conform with the Official Plan of 
the Oxford Planning Area. 

Ministry of Housing advised that draft subdivision approval on the 
proposed Wolverton subdivision lapses on November 25th, 1980 if a final plan 
is not registered prior to the deadline. 

The Ontario Municipal Board advised that an appeal against a decision of 
the Committee in granting a severance concerning application number B-247/78 
(Kenneth Woodall) was withdrawn in writing. 

Ministry of Consumer and Commercial Relations, Cemeteries Branch 
acknowledged receipt of the 2 certified by-laws establishing an advisory 
board for the Plattsville Cemetery. 

The Grand River Conservation Authority granted permission to Mr. Gary 
Walters to erect a new structure, install a septic system, alter an existing 
watercourse and construct a retaining wall on Part of the South Half of Lot 
16, Concession 2 (Blenheim).

Ministry of Agriculture and Food enclosed recommendations from the 
Ontario Sheep Association which were endorsed by the Ministry, concerning 
reasonable evidence being submitted when predators destroy sheep and a 
claim is submitted to the municipality for compensation. 

Council authorized the Clerk to engage the services of Business Computer 
Services, London, Ontario for preparation of the 1981 municipal tax bills. 

K. Smart Associates Limited advised Council that in their opinion the 
Township suffered a loss of $7 00.00 when Bridge Structure #16 collapsed. 
The damaged steel beams and stringers were no longer usable by the Township 
and were sold as scrap. Council authorized the Clerk to submit a claim to 
the insurance company .

Council met at 7:00 p.m. at the Township Office for their second regular 
meeting of the month. 

Mayor Ross Livingston presided, and Councillor-at-Large Robert Gilholm 
and Councillors Jeff Brittain, Ed Down, Brian Hanna and Kenn Howling were 
in attendance . 

Minutes of the September 3rd, 1980 regular meeting were adopted as 
printed and circulated. 

CORRESPONDENCE : 

County of Oxford Land Division Committee adivsed that an application for 
severance was submitted by the Upper Thames River Conservation Authority for 
a severance involving land exchanges. 

County of Oxford Planning Department advised that a Draft Plan of 
Subdivision, east of Lansdowne Avenue, north of Devonshire was withdrawn 
at the applicants (Sunieholm Developments Ltd.) request. 

Council considered Condition No. 2 of County Land Division applications 
No. B-219/79 to B-222/79 which stated that the Township would be deeded a 
parcel of land 66 foot by 151 foot for future road allowance (Valma G. 
Force Est.). Council requested the Committee to amend the Condition to 
read a 1 foot by 66 foot reserve along the frontage be deeded to the 
Municipality for future road purposes. 

Township of Norwich enclosed a draft by-law for setting maximum fees 
for hunting licenses for pheasants and rabbits in 1980. The By-law in- 
corporates the Oxford Regulated Township Association's desire for increased 
non-resident fees and meets Ministry of Natural Resources guidelines for 
establishing fees in a municipality active in rearing and releasing adult 
pheasants. 

Frank Cowan Company Limited enclosed a cost estimate to insure the 
Plattsville Curling Club facility. At a previous Council meeting the 
insurers reported that the coverage included both the arena and curling 
club structure, however, after investigating the matter, the coverage 
purchased by the Township only covered the arena. Council requested that 
the correspondence be forwarded to the Curling Club Association. 

Council declined responsibility for damages involved on the W. Currah 
claim for sidewalk repair. The sidewalk was a private walk and water and 
sewer service locations were agreed to by the owners of all properties. 

Zorra Highland Bus Lines advised that they are agreeable to provide a 
weekly bus service to Woodstock from Bright, Drumbo, Plattsville, Princeton 
and Gobies for a 6 month trial period. The service will commence October 
2nd, 1980 provided all approvals are received from the Department of 
Transport. Details of the route and costs will be published in the Ayr 
News. 

County of Oxford advised that the composition of members to serve on the 
Oxford County Board of Education for the 1980 Elections will remain the 
same as in 1978. 

Ministry of Transportation and Communications advised that effective 
November 1st, 1980 part of Lots 19, 20, Concession 6 (Blenheim) will be 
eligible for a grant-in-lieu of taxes. The present lease with Mr. Paul 
Siegers expires October 31, 1980. 

Ministry of Natural Resources approved the Municipality's application 
under the Lakes and Rivers Improvement Act for repair work to the Duncan 
Drain. 

Karl Weselan, P. Eng., advised that the Milleville Municipal Drain, Branch 
C and Part Branch Drain A has been completed by the contractors in accordance 
with the contract documents.

Correspondence Cont'd 

The Ontario Drainage Tribunal as a result of a hearing regarding 3 
appeals to the Welford-Lampman Drainage Works project, ordered that the 
Drainage Engineer revise the proposed drainage scheme and attempt to 
incorporate the following: 

a) reduce the scale to provide for a capacity approaching that of a drain 
located in a substantially agricultural area; 

b) provide an outlet at the eastern end of the King Truck Engineering 
Limited property; 

c) avoid the construction of a new pond at the rear of the Lehndorff 
property, if possible; 

d) revise the assessment in the Drainage Engineer's discretion. 

A letter was received from Michael and Emily Baggey requesting financial 
assistance for well damage as a result of the installation of the Hewitt 
Drain. Council declined responsibility for the well damage due to the 
length of time involved after construction and the distance involved between 
the drain and the well. 

Township of North Dumfries enclosed a report from Phillips Planning and 
Engineering Ltd. advising that repairs to the bridge over the Nith River, 
south of the Greenfield Road on the East boundary road would amount to an 
estimated $21,000.00.

Council met at the Township Office at 7:30 p.m. for a special meeting 
to discuss adopting Section 86 of the Assessment Act and also to 
interview the Township's Road Foreman, Mr, Gordon Aspden for the 
position of Road Superintendent. 

Mayor Ross Livingston presided, Councillor-at-Large Robert Gilholm, 
and Councillors Jeff Brittain, Edward Down, John English, Brian Hanna 
and Kenn Howling were in attendance. Also attending was the Township's 
Tax Collector, Robert Hoskin and Road Foreman, Gordon Aspden. 

Attending from the Regional Assessment Office in London was the 
recently appointed Commissioner, Mr. Michael Quinn and assistant 
Mr. John Garrett. 

Mr. Garrett and Mr. Quinn reviewed an impact study on four classes 
of property. The classes listed below showed how many properties 
would experience a decrease in taxes and the amount that would in turn 
be raised. 

CLASS O - Residential; CLASS 3 - Commercial; CLASS 4 - INDUSTRIAL and 
CLASS 7 - Farm. 

Mr. Quinn further explained that the total taxation previously 
raised under the present system from the individual classes listed above 
would also be raised under the Section 86 method of taxation, in relation 
to percentage per class.

The Drain 
provides outlet for lands located in Lots 1, 2 and 3, Concession 1 (Blandford) 

Township of Wilmot enclosed draft by-laws for Blandford-Blenheim to 
enact with respect to weight limits on boundary road bridges. The re- 
commended weight restrictions were placed on the following bridges:

Ministry of Intergovernmental Affairs enclosed the final 1980 payments 
in lieu of property taxes in the amount of $153.16 for provincial properties. 

The Merkley Drain 1980 was recently completed. Total cost of the project 
was $27,300.29 over 9.42% over the estimated cost. The increase costs were 
due to additional stone placed on the closed portion of the drain.

Mayor Robert Gilholm welcomed the Council members in his inaugural 
address at the first Council meeting of another term of office. 

Rev. Donald Pugh, Minister of the Plattsville Missionary Church 
conducted a short devotional period. Rev. Pugh's remarks centered around 
the scripture passage Isaiah Chapter 40, Verses 28 to 31. Members of 
Council should give of themselves, their strength, their abilities, for the 
good of the Community . 

Mayor Gilholm expressed appreciation to Rev. Pugh for his remarks. 
Mayor Gilholm' s inaugural address highlighted the following comments and 
desires for the upcoming term. 

1 . Emphasis to all members of Council to serve the Municipality as a whole 
rather than the individual wards they represent. 

2. More consistent By-law enforcement for parking, building and zoning 
infractions. 

3. Outline of present road commitments and priorities plus future planning 
and further consideration of pending requests. 

4 . Consistent use of the procedural by-law outlining the rules and 
procedures of conducting a Council meeting. 

In summarizing his remarks, Mayor Gilholm pledged his support to 
Council and the Municipality emphazing the need for Council members to 
conduct the business of the Municipality in an harmonious manner. 

Councillor-at-Large Ross Livingston and Councillors Al Demarest, Camiel 
DeSloovere, Edward Down, John English and Kenn Howling were dn attendance 
at the inaugural meeting of Council. All Council members expressed their 
desire to work together for the benefit of the entire Municipality. 

Minutes of the final Council meeting of the previous Council which was 
held on November 19th, 1980 were adopted as printed and circulated. 

CORRESPONDENCE: 



County of Oxford Land Division Committee advised that they denied the 
Beverly Ede and Bruce McLean applications for severance. The Committee 
granted the Evelyn Doering application for severance subject to successful 
completion of a minor variance application concerning sideyard and frontage 
requirements . 

Oxford County Council advised that Rezoning By-law Number 362-80 
(Mr. & Mrs. Gary Walters) is deemed to conform with the Official Plan of 
the Oxford Planning Area. 

An objection to By-law Number 362-80 was submitted by Mr. Walter Magda. 
Mr. Magda' s objection centred around run-off drainage problems on the 
proposed building site and manure odours from his abutting lands. Mr. 
Grant Butcher also an abutting property owner to the proposed building site 
expressed concern on the maintenance of a I line fence located in the flood 
plain of Horner's Creek. 

Grand River Conservation Authority advised that they have no objection 
to Rezoning By-law #362-80, however, the Authority recommended that the 
proposed retaining wall and lot grading be completed prior to the issuance 
of a residential building permit. 

Township of Burford, Committee of Adjustment advised Council that the 
Roy and Helen Hunt application for severance in Lot 7, Concession 1 (Burford) 
was denied by the Committee, 

A letter was received from Dr. J.B. Holland, Ayr, Ontario objecting to 
Council's decision not to grant a zone change to Residential Type (R2) on 
property presently zoned Commercial Type (Cl) on property located on the 
west side of Wilmot Street in Drumbo. 
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Correspondence Cont'd 

Council, after reviewing the matter agreed to uphold the previous decision 
to deny the zone change request. 

The Township received an amended lot plan layout for the former 
Etherington subdivision in Drumbo. The subdivision is now owned by Mr. 
John M. Taylor and will be supplied with piped water, therefore, an 
additional four (4) lots can be created. 

Council received an application from Mr. Melvin Balls, R. R. #5, 
Woodstock, Ontario to serve as the Township's representative to the Upper 
Thames River Conservation Authority. Council accepted Mr. Balls application. 

One respresentative from the combined area of the Townships of East 
Zorra-Tavistock, Norwich and Blandford-Blenheim is eligible to serve on the 
Grand River Conservation Authority. No applications for the position were 
received by Council from residents of Blandford-Blenheim Township. 

Mrs. Marjorie Lass, Secretary for the Plattsville and District Home 
and School Association requested Council to consider the installation of a 
sidewalk on the north side of the Mill Street Extension from the Plattsville 
School west of the Arena to alleviate the hazard of children walking on the 
street. Council agreed to discuss the matter further at a 1981 budget 
session. 

A letter was received from Mr. & Mrs. James Livesey and Mr. & Mrs. 
Barry McCready requesting Council to consider erecting a sign advising 
motorists of a school bus stop due to the poor visibility from both drive- 
ways. Council requested the Road Superintendent to investigate the 
situation and report back at the next meeting. 

The Regional Assessment Office advised that the Township's population 
is 6,822 according to the 1980 Census Report, decrease of 131 persons over 
the 1979 total. 

Ministry of Intergovernmental Affairs advised that First Reading was 
given to Bill 193 (An Act to amend the Municipal Act) and Bill 197 (An Act 
to facilitate the Negotiation and Resolution of Municipal Boundary and 
Boundary-related Issues), on November 14th and November 18th, 1980, 
respectively. 

Mr. & Mrs. David Guthrie, Tavistock, Ontario requested Council to 
consider accepting their application for a tile drainage loan. The tile 
was installed prior to the application being made. Council was advised 
that the Township inspector inspected the installation. Council accepted 
this request, however, expressed concern over the procedure. 

King Seagrave Limited offered their road contract service for Township 
Fire Truck equipment. Council did not feel the program would be beneficial 
to the Township for the costs involved. 

Revenue Minister Lome Maeck advised that after the mailing of assess- 
ment notices to all ratepayers the Ministry will conduct open houses to 
explain the assessment procedure to ratepayers. Advertisements will appear 
in all daily and community newspapers advising of the dates and locations 
of the open houses. 

Ministry of Intergovernmental Affairs advised that 1981 has been 
designated as International Year of Disabled Persons by the United Nations. 

County of Oxford enclosed a charge for the sidewalk reconstruction in 
Bright completed to date in the amount of $3,650.88. 

Blandford-Blenheim P.U.C. suggested to Council that the old flourescent 
lights that were recently removed from Plattsville be offered for sale. 
The matter is to be further discussed with the P.U.C. prior to a decision 
being reached.

Ministry of Housing commented to the Ontario Municipal Board that 
Restricted Area By-law No. 362-80 (Mr. & Mrs. Gary Walters) conforms to 
the County of Oxford Official Plan provided the points system in the plan 
have been satisfied. 

Township of Burford, Committee of Adjustment advised that an application 
for severance in the North Half of Lot 12, Concession 1 (Burford) on the 
South Side of Highway #2 was submitted by Marion Sheridan. 

Ministry of Natural Resources advised that they have no objection to 
the proposed repair and improvement of Branch G of the Lock Drain. 

Mrs. Edith Thomas, NH of Lot 17, Concession 10 (Blenheim) requested 
that the Main Drain of the Battler Drain 1980 be extended upstream. 
Council supported the request and authorized the Engineer, Mr. Kenn Smart 
to prepare an addendum to cover the additional work. 

K. Smart Associates Ltd. advised Council that work has not progressed 
on the Townsend Drain Repair as outlined in the successful tender awarded 
to TOC Drainage Ltd. The starting date of October 15th, 1980 was ignored 
by the Contractor and no work has commenced to date . 

Ministry of Intergovernmental Affairs enclosed a copy of the grants 
paid in 1980 to reduce taxes in Blandford-Blenheim Township. 

- General Support $ 59,628.00 paid direct to the Township. 

- Per Capita General 68,220.00 paid direct to the County. 

- Per Capita Density 34,110.00 paid direct to the County. 

Minister of Revenue advised Council that assessment notices will be 
delivered to all owners and tenants on or about January 6th, 1981. 
Open House sessions will be conducted by assessors to explain the 
effect of the Section 86 assessment program. The sessions will be 
held at the Drumbo Agricultural Hall, Drumbo on the following dates: 

- Monday January 12th, 1981. from 1:00 p.m. until 9:00 p.m. 

- Tuesday January 13th, 1981. from 1:00 p.m. until 9:00 p.m. 

- Saturday January 17th, 1981. from 10:00 a.m. until 5:00 p.m. 

Council accepted with regret the resignation of Mr. Walter Fulton from 
the Bright Park Advisory Board effective December 31st, 1980. 
Mr. Fulton has contributed significantly to the various park improvements 
over the past several years in his capacity as Chairman of the Board. 

The Regional Municipality of Haldimand-Norfolk requested Council's 
support of their resolution petitioning the Premier of Ontario to rescind 
the decision of the Minister of the Environment and follow the Province's 
own environmental assessment process with respect to the proposed 
Industrial Waste Treatment Facility on lands Provincially owned in the 
former Township of South Cayuga (now Town of Haldimand) . Council after 
considerable discussion of the matter moved to note and file the request.

Township Road Superintendent, Mr. Herb Balkwill advised that school 
bus loading signs will be erected on the 4th Line Road in Blandford in 
front of the J. Livesey and B. McCready properties due to the poor 
visibility and the hazard the situation presents to the children 
boarding the bus. 

Mayor Gilholm advised that the Blandford-Blenheim P.U.C. will advertise 
the used flourescent lights located in Plattsville for sale by tender.
